| THE RECENT railway strike in England has 
| raised once more quite clearly the value of 
the strike as a weapon in an economic war. 
Those who wish to understand clearly the

Qe) - appa ago the strike was a final effort, only resorted 
to almost as a forlorn hope. The privations to which it led made it 
almost as unpopular with the workers as the losses it involved made 
it unpopular with the capitalists. Today, all this is changed and the 
reasons for the change cannot be too thoroughly appreciated. 

That the change is owing to syndicalism there is no reasonable 
question. The syndicalist has endeavored to take the sting of privation 
out of the strike by representing it to the workers no longer as an 
isolated incident to secure a doubtful rise in wages, but as an 
engagement in a colossal economic war, waged for no mere purpose 
of altering wages or hours of work, but for the purpose of expropri- 
ating the means of production and entirely altering the social system. 
‘The consequence is that the privations which used to be regarded as 
a rather fearful element in a somewhat sordid struggle are now 
looked upon very much as the privations endured by an army in 
the field, for the purpose of a victory which is to produce a social 
millennium. The strike, writes M. Pierrot, one of the best known 
syndicalist authorities, is excellent in itself apart from anything 
gained by it; strikes exercise men in solidarity, in working together 
for their own aims and nf revolution and therefore are useful 
“although they may not aim at arriving at more than very precarious 
modifications.” 

The conditions of the workers in innumerable of the world’s 
industries are not such as to produce thinkers. The savagery of 
Nantes, the wild effervescence of the carmagnole, were the result of 
the sudden loosening of the fetters of mental subjection which had 
held cenfuries of serfs in bondage. The labor conditions of today are 
in no way comparable with the labor conditions of the Midi, a 
century and a half ago, but they are sufficiently undesirable to have 
made it possible for a wild theory like syndicalism to strike the roots 
of an idea into the workers. In terming syndicalism wild, what is 
meant to be implied is that it is little more than a thing of shreds and 
patches. Nobody has yet molded it, even on paper, into a possible 
social system which could be substituted for the present system. 
Its very teaching, however, with respect to the strike, contains the 
eerm of an idea, and when an idea once takes hold of the human 
mind it is difficult to say what may or may not be possible. 


THAT there is some defect in Boston's pres- 
ent method of getting its streets, squares, 
parks and public buildings lighted seems 
scarcely ‘ debatable. As much has_ been

inaction. If now a body of business men 
like the Chamber of Commerce urges speedy 
ending of present contracts and assumption by the city of control of 
its own function, such a radical recommendation is proot of the meas- 
ure of dissatisfaction provoked by present conditions. Even with 
the possibilities of further extension of politics and influence in and 
about city hall clearly hazarded, the Chamber of Commerce never- 
theless urges on the city purchase of its own lamps and thus control 
of its lighting service, the poles already being public property. The 
money to be saved will not be inconsiderable. A modern and up-to- 
date form of lamp will provide greater illumination. The grip of 
a corporation, alien to Massachusetts in its ownership, will be broken, 
and an end given to conditions that provoke constant charges ot 
venality in connection with granting of monopoly rights. 


It 1s yet-to be determined whether the modern steel vessel will 
wear as well as the Wooden ship of other days. For instance, one 
of the latter, the Seal, built at Southampton, is to sail shortly from 
Biddeford, Eng., to Durban, South Africa. This ship, however, is 
far from being the oldest wooden one in use.

To the changes that altered industrial conditions are bringing to 
communities that once grew rich by their fleets and traders, Salem 
also adds those made necessary by profound changes in modes of 
transportation. She is a mecca for tourists who come by trolley and 
by motor car. She is on the great highroad along which Boston, 
New York and regions beyond the Hudson pour an incessant stream 
cf automobiles in the summer season as these pilgrims on wheels seek 
the famous coast resorts of Massachusetts and Maine. Salem’s 
former roadways cannot meet new traffic conditions. Hence her 
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most immediate need is to provide relief from a congestion that 
increases each year. Betterment of these conditions, along lines pro- 
posed by the commission, therefore has more than a local interest 
Persons who would benefit by it are innumerable, and they have their 
habitat far from Salem.

especially from Brazil, on the subject of the

tions ot this Hieland chieftain and has com- 
mit editorially. It is worth while to glance at an article 
ntly appeared in a leading Rio paper—O Paiz—that in the 
was rather triendly to the syndicate but that lately has taken 
up the cry “To arms!” as vigorously as any. In the echo which the 
crusade against foreign monopoly finds throughout the states, that 
paper rejoices to perceive the signs of “great civic stores accumu- 
lated in the anonymous soul of the people’ of which there never 
could have been any reasonable doubt, since without them the nation 
could scarcely have weathered the storms through which the federal 
system peculiar to Brazil has had to pass and indeed 1s still passing. 
i 1s largely, perhaps wholly, due to this federal system, with the 

‘ authority it vests in the individual states, that foreign capital- 

are enabled to secure one concession after another as they go 
irom state to state and that they end by dominating the industrial 
and commercial development of the entire nation. 

The list of the Farquhar enterprises printed by O Paiz is really 
imposing. It includes the control of navigation on the Amazon 
river, the mightiest in the world; the American-built Madeira- 
\lamore railroad, which is to South America what the Panama canal 
is to the world; the port works of the greatest rubber port 1n the 
world, Para; those of Rio de Janeiro; the electric light and street 
railway, power and gas of that capital, aml those of Sao Paulo, the 
ereatest coffee center in the world; a doz@n railroads or so, includ- 
ing the Northwestern, now under construction into the heart of South 
\merica; besides hotels, lumber interests, packing interests, port 
works, city improvements. What the list will be when the Argen- 
tne, Uruguayan, Paraguayan, Chilean, Bolivian and Peruvian rail- 
roads and other enterprises are added, which the Farquhar syndicate 
either controls already or is about to absorb, is altogether beyond 
calculation at this time. In the opimon of O Paiz, such a gigantic 
trust would be quite impossible anywhere else, even in the United 
States; and for Brazil the situation 1s greatly aggravated by the 
foreign nationality of the syndicate. 

‘‘\ syndicate that has attained to such power,’ says the paper, 
“really has the right to consider itself ommipotent in Brazil, to impose 
its law, to demand the surrender and vassalage of any other enter- 
prise, native or foreign, that it may covet.” But, after all, the “raid” 
was the worst of it, and that is over, in Brazil. Now comes the 
constructive work and there is hardly cause tor a great Brazilian 
paper to exhort the Scottish chief to “let this immense cathedral 
stand which, if it fell, would be the ruin of Brazil.” What Mr. 
Farquhar and his associates are doing is evidently no mere financial 
venture; rather it is pioneering on a huge scale. Jo the outsider it 

simply another sign of the era of transformation now opening for 
South America.

have reveled, so to speak, in exaggerated absurdity. In many 
respects, Captain Derby, of the United States army topographical 
corps, shor ank as the greatest of American humorists, although 
on this point there may be considerable dispute. There are people 
who will at once claim this credit for the author of the “Biglow 
Papers.’ A country that has contributed such names as Lowell, 
Saxe. Warner, Clemens, Harte, Field to the domain of humor, will 
rot easily decide who should be accounted greatest. 

Other nations frequently listen when the American jokes; they 
are sometimes puzzled, sometimes amazed, often amused. Now and 
i they join heartily in the laughter. But they are more discrim- 
inating than the native audience. They are disposed to sift the 
\merican output carefully and reject the coarse. One does uot have 
to be very penetrating to see that Americans of education and taste

He can. if he will, be a powerful moral factor. The talent that has 
been entrusted to him assures a sympathetic audience. He is read 
when the more serious are neglected. He can, as Lowell did, as 
lickens did, lead in reforms that statesmen have overlooked. It is 
within the power of the humorist to become a public benefacfor, to 
brighten the lives of those about him, never to darken them.
